6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The closest prior art of record, namely Shamoon (U.S. Publication 2004/0107356 
A1) and Bennett (U.S. Patent 6,675,169 B1), either alone or in combination, fail to teach 
or suggest the limitations of the claimed invention. While Shamoon teaches a system 
and method of encoding and distributing a schema for a content description, and 
Bennett further teaches utilizing an eight-bit mask in a header to store various 
formatting tags of content, neither Shamoon or Bennett teach that the first position of 
the eight-bit mask indicates that the schema is to be sent as a whole entity, as recited in 
independent claims 9, 22, and 55 of the Instant Invention.
